One Peek At A Time 


'p H K quick gllmpae of planwi that will fly faster 
than sound whim the Army Air Forces and 
Bell Aircraft Corp. have given the public Is 
enough to satisfy os for the time being. A peek 
goes a long way. 
The experimental model disclosed this week 
is designed to fly 1.700 miles an hour. It actually 
has flown S.'iO miles an hour, using a fraction of 
its power. It Is noiseless so far as the pilot is 
concerned: the noise la left behind him. It con- 
sumes so much fuel, however, that It can be kept 
aloft only a few minutes. However, relative to 
space, five minutes In such a plane would be 
sufficient to travel close to 150 miles, provided 
human beings can be perfected to withstand 
such supersonic speeds.

Gone Forever 
STATISTICIANS have estimated that 235 mil 
* - lion ton* of coal and 43 million man-days of 
work are the nation's price for strikes called by 
John L. Lewis since 1941. in 1946. strikes caused 
an average loss of more than $600 in wages for 
miners.

'pH K quick glimpse of planes that will fly tailor

f DON'T like big shot* who rise

pression of o th er People's liberties. 
And I dislike m u r d e r no matter 
w ho co m m it s It. 
There can be no law that ap­ 
plies to one man and not to an­ 
other. There can be no morality 
that applies to one country and 
not to another.
